all who were without Property (that is, almoft the 
People) were alfo «without Liberty; and, that 
who had Property, holding it from the King 
his own Jerms, and by perfonal Service, were 
s by the very Nature of their Tenure; or, SJaves 
eRablifhed. That, what we call the antient

But, this Event, thro’ the Iniquity of thofe 
who fhewed fo much Zeal for Religion and Liber- 
id the People at that Time no Good ; but, in my 
on, a great deal of Hurt; for the Leaders on 
opular Side, who feem’d at firft to have nothing in 
» but reducing the Power of the Crown, and /imit- 
¢ Prince who had abufed it, became themfelves, 
they had deftroy’d the King, {uch intolerable Op- 
ts of the People, that they ftraiten’d every Chain 
pretended to loofe, and doubled every Evil they 
nded to cure: So that, as Rapin obferves, ‘ We 
Y, with great Truth affirm, that England was 
er /e/s Free, than during the Long Parliament and 
Adminiftration of Cromwell. 
He Reftoration of King Charlesthe Second brought 
ndeed, to a Form of Law, but without the Power 
swe had a nominal Conftitution, but not a real 


one : All the Grievances complained of in his Father’s 
Reign, (or, at leaft, the Source of them, which was 
arbitrary Power) were almolt miraculoufly prevented 
from being not only renewed and pradtifed, but efe- 
bli/bed in this Country, even by Law itflf. Nothing 
but the Virtue of Lord Clarendon and Southampton faved 


us in the Beginning of his Reign; and, towards the 


Clofesof it, we were in a moft deplorable Condition ; 

for, a vicious Court, a corrupt King, a profligate No- 

bility, no Houfe of Commons, the Growth of Popery, 

and the Decay of Spirit among the People, which ap- 

pear’d in furrendering. their Charters, and other bafe 

Compliantes, were terrible Symptoms that prefaged 

the End of all Liberty being near at Hand: But he, 
died ; and his weak, bigotted, impetuous Brother, (as 

a very judicious Author has obferved) not contented to 

let our Liberties die gradually of that Chronical Malady 

under which he found them languifhing, and by which 

they muft at lait have expired, grew in Hatfte for their 

Diffolution, and, by endeavouring to precipitate their 
Ruin, drew on dis oxwn. 

From King ames the Second’s Abdication, Banifb- 
ment, Depofition, or by whatever Name People pleafe 
to call it, I date the Birth of real Liberty in this King- 
dom ; for, the Bill of Rights aicertained all thofe dil- 
putable Points of Prerogative and Liberty, that had 
hitherto been infified on, either by the Crown or the 
People, jaft as the Power of the one or the other, at 
different /Era’s, had prevailed. 

THE great Charter of old did fome Good indeed to 
the great Proprietors of Land ; but our deft and greateft 
Charter at the Revolution, recognized and eftablifbed, 
repeated and confirmed the Liberties of all the People of 
England. ‘The Bounds of Liberty and Prerogative, be- 
fore this new Magna Charta, were {0 indifiin@l mark'd 
out, and fo indeterminately defcribed, that the Names 
were made ufe of both by Prince. and People, juft as 
Opportunity favoured the arbitrary Views of the one, 
or the licentious Difpofition of the other. This was 
our Infelicity before the Revolution, that nobody knew 
the juft Degrees of either. Tyranny often wore the 
planfible Title of Prerogative, and Rebellion fometiines 
took the {pecious Form of Liberty, according as Occa- 
fions oficred, and as the Temper and Circumiftances of 
the Times gave Handle and Colour to favour the 
Schemes and Pretenfions of either of thefe Excefies. 

We have already fhewn, that no Government can 
be free but where the legiflative Power is mixed and 
well balanced; and "tis as true, that no mixed Govern- 
ment, as ours is, can remain long without a Shock, 
but where the feveral Juri/di@ions are allotted, and the 
Bounds of each Part Anown and fettled ; for which Rea- 
fon it may be very juftly affirmed, that our Government 
was never perfectly free, nor ever eftablifhed upon a /ure 
Foundation, till the Bill of Rights was pafled, and the 
farther Limitations of the Crown, by the Aét of Settle- 
ment, took Place ; but our Conftitution is now arrived 
to that Point of Perfe&ion, which the o/d Whigs before 
the Revolution fo firorgly deiired to fee it brought to ; 
for the Power of the Crown is reduced and exaétly 
limiued-; that Monlter—of i//egal Prerogative dettroyed, 
and the Rights of the Subject {o plainly afférted, and {fo 
effciluall fecured, that ’tis impoflible either to miflake 
them, or be deprived of them, while we preierve our 
Senjes and our Honefty. 

Tuus are we, after infinite Struggles and Conten- 
tions between our Aings and Barons of old, and King 
and People fince, arrived fafe in Port, where we may 
ride fecure, without any Apprehenfions of Storms and 
Tempetts but thofe of our ows raifing ; for the Power of 
the Crown, fince the Revolution, is perfectly legal; that 
is, "tis our own Power. We reformed far enough ; had 
we gone farther, and taken the Difpofal of Pisces from 
the King, and lodged it in the Commons, or abfelutely in- 
capacitated the Commons for ferving the Government, 
then the Power which is necefiary to preferve the Ba- 
lance of the three Parts of the Legiflature, would have 
been loft, and the whele legiflative aand executive 
Power would have been in the People, which, tho’ it 
might have been called a Commonwealth, would have 
ended in a Tyranny ; for there never was a fingle Power 
yet in the World, wachecked and uncontrouled, whether 
confifting of one Perfon, or five hundred, but degene- 
rated into arditrary Government. 

Havine thus vindicated the Revolution from the 
Malice of its wort and keeneft Adverfary, and fhewn 


the high Preference of the modern to the ancient Coniti-? 
tution, we might coriclude this Subject ; but the Craftf 
man, who, tho’ defeated in every thing he has ad- 
vanced, affumes an Air of Triumph, and infolently 
fays, Thus have I foewn, that Liberty was our original 
Right and Inheritance, which makes it neceflary to fay 
fomething more. 

By foewing the ancient Conftitution to be free, he 
as Jaying it was free ; vate has not offered one 

a&, Nor one to fupport it. That Liberty 

was our original Right ; that my Right from Nature 
or Reafon, and therefore ought to have been our Right 
by Law, is true beyond all Contradiftion ; but "tis not 
true that Liberty was our ancient Inheritance 5 for Right 
and Inheritance are two very diflin& Things.

Naples, Aug. 2. 


IS Majefty Don Carlos has fent a Patent to Cardi- 
nal Fini at Rome, appointing him Minifler and 
Proteétor of the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicilly atthe 
Court of Rome. Lait Saturday he did the Henour to 
M. Cangiano, a rich Merchant in this City, to go and 
fee his Country-houfe, where he gave his Majefty a 
very iplendid Colation, for which he had befpoke on 
Purpote a Service of Cups, Saucers, Mugs, Spoonsand 
Bafons of Gold. 

Rome, Aug..6. The Cardinal Cofcia, and the Bi- 
fhop of Targa his Brother, are far from being reftored 
to their Liberty ; for the Congregation de Nonnullis 
has refolved to re-examine all the Paper$ fer and againt 
them; and Notice has been given them at their Prifon 
in the Cattle of St. Angelo, that the Treafurer of the 
Apottolick Chamber has commenced a fich Procefs 
againit them ; the Bifhop of Targa having made a 
great many falfe Pleas in his Defence, and the Cardi- 
nal, who was too fure of a Decition in his Favour, 
having called in the Revenues of his two Abbies in the 
Kingdom of Naples, before the Pope had taken off the 
Sequeitration. 

Leghorn, Aug. 6. A Lieutenant Colonel imthe Ser- 
vice of the King of Spain, being juft returned from 
Corfica, whither he went to raile Recruits, brings 
Acvice, that motl of the Companies which lately fub- 
mitted to the Republick of Genoa, have taken up 
Arms again, and feized the Fort ana Territory of 
Sarte Murata, both which the Genoefe abandoned, and - 
retued to Baitia, leaving behind them 300 Mujquets, 
and feveral Barrels of Powder. 

Hamburg, Auz. 19. The Regency of this City feem 
to dejpair of an Accommodation with the King of 
Denmark, tho’ the Deputies which they fent to Co- 
penhagen {till continue there, and will do fo till the 
King orders them to be gone ; and tho’ fevera] toreign 
Minitters have ilirred in theAffair. Of this Number is the 
Count de Kevenhuller,, the Empcror’s Envoy Extraor- 
dinary at Copenhagen. At the Sollicitation of our 
Regency, his Imperial Majefty has ordered that Mini- 
fier to concert with the Danith Minifters fome new 
Method for accommodating thoie Differences; but the 
faid 'Minifters have declared, that there is no Accom- 
modation to be expected, unlefs the Regency fubmit to 
the Terms prefcribed. His Danith Majeity is preparing 
to give this City a very diiagreeable Proof of his Refent- 
ment. He has given Orders for the publick Sale of the 
Cargoes of the ve Hamburg Ships which his Frigates 
{topped in the North Sea, and he has fitied them out 
again with two Men of War, in order, as ’tis appre. 
hended, to interrupt the Navigation and Commerce of 
our Ships. One of thofe Men of War is already {ail’d 
with 100 Marines on board befides Seamen, command- 
ed by a Captain, two Lieutenants and other Officers. 
Thete Preparations give the Regency juft Alarms, and 
they hope that the Powers concerned in the Preferva. 
tion of its Commerce, will do their utmof to prevent 
tue Ruin of it. Meantime all the necefiary Meafures 
are taken to guard againit a Surprize. All the Militia 
that can be ipared here, are pofted in the Fort of 
Rutzebuttle, and the Village Curhaven; and the 
Command of thefe two Poits is given to a Majorand 
three Captasns, who are Men ef noted Courage, and 
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to defend them if attacked. It feems to be the 
“of the King of Denmark to block up this 
feveral Companies of Danifh Cuirafhers 
to the Neighbouring Territories 5 but 
excy have ordered kedoubts to be raifed on that 
others towards the Sea, and are about fur- 

ifhing them wita Cannon. 
Hague, Aug. 27. The King of Spain having granted 
a Pention of 1200 Florins a Year, to M. Poruzen de la 
Martinicre, his Geographer refiding at this Place, who 
js printing the great Geographical and Critical Diétio- 
nary, an Order is come here from Naptes, to the 
Marquis de St. Gilles, the Spanifh Ambaflador, for 
the regular Payment of the faid Penfion. The Necel- 
fity "of his Catholick Majefty’s Affairs enhaunces the 
Value of this Favour done to a Man of Letters, who 
has.alfo been honoured with another fignal Mark of his 
Majefty’s Refpe€l; for on the 22d Inftant he had a 
Son to be baptized, n which Occafion there was a 
Feaft at the Spamth Arbaffador’s Palace, when all his 
Excellency’s magnificent Plate was fet out in the Royal 
, and the Child was called Carlos, after the 
Name of his Augaft Godfather the King of the two 
Sicilies, reprefented at the Font by his Excellency 
the Amtaffador, who, apon this Occafion, diflributed 
the King's Bounty Money to the Child, the Mother, 
the Nurie, the Chaplain, the Sexton, and other Per- 

fons mentioned in the Lift fent from Naples.
